A TOPPING-OUT cere¬ 
mony has marked a major 
milestone in the develop¬ 
ment of a an £18 million 
leisure, health and wellbe¬ 
ing centre in Sandwell. 

The ceremony was held on 
Tuesday at the site of 
Portway Lifestyle Centre in 
Oldbury 

The venue will bring 
together leisure, health and 
social care under one roof. 

It is a joint project 
between the council, 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, the 
PCT and Sandwell LIFTCo, 
aided by £1.5m awarded 
from Sport England from its 
Olympic legacy programme, 
Iconic Facilities. 

It will offer people access 
to state-of-the-art sport, 
leisure and health facilities, 
including a GP surgery 
which will replace the Tivi- 
dale Family Practice. 

The Trust has said that 
the centre will create 12 jobs 
and contractor Thomas Vale 
has also taken on appren¬ 
tices during the scheme as 
well as offering work experi¬ 
ence. 

Sandwell’s finance boss 
and deputy council leader, 
Councillor Steve Eling, said: 
“This is an exciting moment 
for the borough as we pass a 
major milestone on the way 
to the Portway Lifestyle 
Centre’s opening. 

“The centre is a key part 
of the massive regeneration 
programme which has taken 
place in the borough and 
shows we can deliver even in 
tough economic times.” 

The centre is due to open 
in September 2013. 

Pool work 
has started 

WORK is under way on the 
£11 million swimming pool 
and leisure complex in West 
Bromwich. 

The complex on the corner 
of Moor Street and Richard 
Street South will have a 25- 
metre pool, sports hall and 
indoor children’s adventure 
play centre, a learner pool, a 
sauna and steam room, and 
a 100-station fitness suite. 

It is due to open in 
summer 2014.

Cat’s 160 -mile drive - under the bonnet 


PADDY the cat is safe in the 
arms of his owner Steph 
Williams after an amazing 
160-mile journey trapped 
under the bonnet of a van. 

The 11-month-old cat 
climbed into the warm 
hiding place to shelter from 
snow. 

But the van, owned by 
courier Ian Westwater, 
Steph’s neighbour in Rowley 
Regis, was soon on a two- 
and-a-half hour journey to 
Hampshire, at speeds of up 
to 70mph. 

Ian eventually found the 
cat while investigating a 
strange purring noise. 

“I was at the delivery 
address, and I heard a 
meowing,” he said. “I 
opened the bonnet and the 
cat was on a shelf by the 
wheel arch, curled up in a 
ball covered in oil, but per¬ 
fectly healthy.” 

Bizarre 

Ian first went to Peartree 
Lane, Dudley, to collect his 
cargo, and the journey in his 
Mercedes van took him 
along the M5, M42, M40, 
A34 and finally the A303 to 
Andover, where the cat was 
discovered. 

Ian found Paddy’s owners 
- Steph and Tony Weaver - 
by knocking on doors when 
he returned to his home in 
Midhill Drive. 

They told him Paddy - 
born on St Patrick’s Day - 
had been missing for two 
days. Ian, a 36-year-old 
father-of-one who runs Bell- 
west Transport Ltd, has 
been a courier for 18 years. 
He said: “I would say it is 
probably up there with the 
most bizarre experiences.” 

Miss Williams, 22, said 
she was delighted to have 
her pet home safe and sound 
after his ordeal last month.

FIVE people have been arrested after 
homes and businesses in the Black 
Country were raided in a bid to smash 
a suspected £5 million benefits scam. 



Three men and a woman, aged between 31 and 36, 
were arrested in the operation which took place at 
properties in West Bromwich, Dudley, Tipton and 
Handsworth on Tuesday. 

A fifth person, a 20-year- 
old man from West 
Bromwich, was arrested 
later by Revenue and 
Customs officials as he 
arrived back into the UK 
from Eastern Europe. 

He was later being ques¬ 
tioned by Revenue and 
Customs and Department of 
Work and Pensions officials. 

The other four people 
arrested have been bailed 
until September for further 
investigations to take place. 

The dawn raids took place 
following a 12-month under¬ 
cover investigation into an 
alleged international tax 
credit and maternity 
allowance fraud. 

It involved people from an 
unnamed European country 
being brought to the UK 
where they are allowed to 
work. 

Trained 

Innocent victims handed 
over their documentation to 
the people who had arranged 
for their travel to England. 

They were then aban¬ 
doned to make their own 
way back home after realis¬ 
ing they would get no assis¬ 
tance in finding 
employment. 

Their paperwork was then 
used to make false claims for 
£3.5 million worth of tax 
credits and maternity 
benefit totalling £1.5 million 
over around two years. 

Officers were accompa¬ 
nied by dogs trained to sniff 
out cash and drugs during 
raids on eight addresses.

Adrian Farley, Assistant 
Director of Criminal Investi¬ 
gation for HMRC said: “We 
are investigating what we 
suspect is a major plot to rob 
the country of vast sums of 
public money by an organ¬ 
ised crime gang.” 

He added: “We are going 
for the whole organisation. 
We did not just want to pick 
off the bottom of the chain. 
We want the people at the 
top who were making the 
money. 

“This was one of the 
biggest operations of its kind 
ever conducted in the West 
Midlands and the coopera¬ 
tion of other law enforce¬ 
ment agencies has been very 
important in achieving a sat¬ 
isfactory conclusion.” 



20pc rise 
in cost of 
parking at 
hospitals 

HOSPITAL patients and 
visitors in Sandwell face 
shock rises of up to 20 per 
cent in parking charges. 

Sandwell General and 
City Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham will see charges rise 
from April under a new 
parking scheme, which a 
patient group has described 
as “unbearable”. 

Hourly rates for parking 
at the two hospitals will 
increase, as will the cost of 
pre-paid car parking tokens. 
The cost of parking for 24 
hours will remain the same. 

Under new plans from the 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Hospital Trust, 
only the first 15 minutes of 
parking will be free for drop- 
offs, rather than the 20 
minutes it is now, and the 
cost of parking for the first 
hour at the two hospitals 
will rise by 19 per cent from 
£2.10 to £2.50. 

Parking for two hours will 
increase from £3.10 to £3.50. 
For four hours it will go up 
by more than 10 per cent 
from £3.60 to £4, and for five 
hours from £4.10 to £4.50. 

The cost of buying pre¬ 
paid parking tokens will rise 
by 20 per cent, and those 
wanting to park will be able 
to buy five tokens for £10. 

Brian Childs, chairman of 
patient group Upper G.I. 
Blues said: “We consider this 
to be an unbearable charge 
on the sick.” 

A trust spokeswoman 
said: “We have tried to keep 
our price increase low, and 
have not raised the price of a 
24-hour stay for three 
years.”

A CRACKDOWN on fires in 
Smethwick has been hailed a 
success. 

Rubbish fires started 
deliberately in the town fell 
by more than 66 per cent in 
2012 - 48 fewer fires - com¬ 
pared to 2011.

“After all it is residents in 
the town who shop there 
every week and keep them 
open. 

“I do not think it is too 
much to ask for them to put 
more back into the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Councillor Lewis said it 
was hoped responses from 
the stores would be received 
in the near future and the 
matter could be taken 
forward.

A NEW roll of honour featuring the names 
of hundreds of war heroes from Wednesbury 
has been presented to the mayor of 
Sandwell. 

The hand-written book is an updated 
version of the previous roll of honour, which 
was written in the 1950s. It features 1,047 
names - 424 more than the original - and 
has been completed after more than five 
years of research that cost £6,000. 

The names include not only the names of 
the soldiers who died in the First and 
Second World Wars but also the names of 
residents killed in The Great Zeppelin Raid 


on January 31, 1916. Speaking after 
handing over the book to Sandwell’s mayor 
Councillor Keith Davies at West Bromwich 
Town Hall, Wednesbury War Memorial 
Group treasurer John Allen said he was 
filled with pride. 

“This is something that has needed to be 
done for years and years, to teach people the 
history of Wednesbury and to make sure 
these people are not forgotten,” he said. 

“I feel greatly honoured to have been 
involved in it. It’s a big achievement for 
Sandwell. I want to thank everyone who has 
contributed.” 


Plan for 
centres 
is hit by 
doubts 

MORE uncertainty has been 
cast on whether multi¬ 
million pound plans to build 
three health centres in 
Sandwell will go ahead. 

Councillor Derek Rowley 
has already said plans for a 
£9 million Wednesbury 
building, a £5.6m super 
surgery in Oldbury and a 
£5m centre in Great Bridge 
may be under threat because 
of Government spending 
cuts. 

Now Alison Taylor, direc¬ 
tor of finance for the Birm¬ 
ingham & Solihull and Black 
Country Clusters, con¬ 
firmed they were looking at 
the viability of the schemes. 

“We are working through 
the cost of future develop¬ 
ments to make sure that any 
schemes which go ahead are 
affordable,” she said. 

“We need to be sure that 
we can not only afford to 
build them but also that 
there is enough money to 
cover running costs. Like all 
other areas of NHS activity 
we also have to deliver effi¬ 
ciency savings in capital 
developments and show that 
they are value for money. 

“However, we know how 
much public interest in and 
support for these scheme 
there is, and we understand 
the importance of coming to 
a decision as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Councillor Rowley said an 
intermediate answer was 
expected this month. 

Temporary 
space call 
for school 

PERMISSION has been 
granted for a portable build¬ 
ing to be put up at a school in 
West Bromwich to accom¬ 
modate students while work 
takes place on a £12 million 
revamp. 

Bosses at George Salter 
Academy want to use it as 
temporary space for sixth 
formers. They are looking to 
hire it from Portakabinfor 
two years. Plans have 
already been approved for 
the Claypit Lane site. It will 
include the demolition of 
some of the older buildings 
and the remodelling and 
refurbishing of others. 

Bosses want to create a 
new performing arts, 
science and English block 
for students. In addition, 
structural improvements 
will also be carried out.

A FRESH petition calling for 
a former school site on the 
Sandwell/Walsall border to 
be transformed into a sports 
centre has been presented to 
Sandwell Council. 

The Fir Tree School site 
on the Yew Tree estate is up 
for sale but campaigners 
want Sandwell Council to 
take it off the market and 
create a complex featuring 
changing rooms, showers 
and gym equipment. 

It is hoped this can then be 
used to set up new football 
teams for youngsters in the 
area. The petition has 492 
signatures on it. 

Latest 

Campaigner Darryl Mag- 
her, from the Yew Tree and 
Tamebridge Regeneration 
Forum, said: “There is scope 
for housing development but 
this should not be to the 
detriment of the community 
or the loss of our football 
pitch and Millennium Wood 
and should be looked at in 
partnership with the com¬ 
munity and its needs.” 

The new campaign is the 
latest attempt to stop the 
council selling the former 
school site for development. 

A 475-name petition was 
handed to the council in 
2011, urging bosses to think 
twice. It was rejected by the 
authority, which needs to 
save £100 million by 2017. 

Now the forum wants the 
site to be looked at again. 

A healthy 
take up

Academy's revamp budget reaches £lm 


A SECONDARY school in Wednesbury 
has announced £250,000 worth of 
improvements. 

It pushes the total cost of work on the site 
to around £1 million. 

Wood Green Academy is revamping five 
toilet banks at its Wood Green Road site 
with new floors, cubicles, sinks and basins. 
Work has started and is expected to be com¬ 
plete in summer. 

It is the latest boost for the school, which 
is having boilers plus hundreds of windows 
replaced after a £750,000 Government 


grant, headteacher Pank Patel said: “There 
is nothing wrong with the old toilets, they 
just need modernising. 

“Five toilet banks in total will be gutted 
and redone. They are for both males and 
females. 

“We have set aside money from our 
budget to do this. We have used our funding 
creatively and we are pleased we have been 
able to do it.” 

Work on the windows is due to be finished 
at the end of March. 

Many of the school’s old metal-framed 
windows are single paned and date back to 


the 1930s when the building opened. But 
these are being replaced with double glazed 
windows with improved surrounds in a 
move that is expected to cut the school’s 
heating costs significantly. 

Brilliant 

Work on the toilets is being done in phases 
so all the facilities will not be out of commis¬ 
sion at any one time. 

Wednesbury councillor Elaine Costigan 
said it was brilliant news the school was 
making improvements. 

However she added that she would have 


preferred the projects to take place during 
school holidays to reduce disruption to stu¬ 
dents. Mr Patel said: “It is very difficult to 
get a contractors over the holiday period.” 

The academy was one of the schools to 
lose out when the incoming coalition gov¬ 
ernment axed Labour’s Building Schools for 
the Future Scheme. 

But it has now received more than £1 
million in Government grants in the past 
two years. 

Last year it replaced some flat roofs after 
securing a £330,000 grant. 


Hunt for hit-and-run suspect 
after great-grandfather dies 


A GREAT-GRANDFATHER of seven has died 
after being hit by a suspected hit-and-run 
driver. 

Retired bricklayer Bernard Betts, aged 85, of Cradley 
Heath, was knocked down while walking his dog Jack. He 
was taken to Russells Hall Hospital, Dudley, after the crash 
on January 16 but died two weeks later. 

Police hunting the driver said they were looking for a red 
Citroen seen in the area at the time. 


Mr Betts’ son, Les, a 
teacher from Stourbridge, 
said the the family’s world 
had been turned upside- 
down by the death. 

He added: “He was a 
lovely man. Everyone knew 
Bernard Betts round here. 

“He was a very popular 
person; very well-liked, very 
laid back. 

“There were a lot of people 
who knew him round here. 
It’s going to take a long time 
to move on.” 

Mr Betts’ grieving widow 
Lilian, aged 83, said: “It has 
devastated the whole family. 
I have not been right since. I 
have not been able to eat. I 
can drink but I can’t eat. 

“It’s lonely on your own 
all day. I have not been able 
to cry yet. I think it’s the 
shock.” 

Conscious 

The crash happened at 
around 6.20pm outside the 
home in Barrs Road. 

Mrs Betts’ daughter 
Linda was at her parents’ 
home at the time and discov¬ 
ered what had happened 
after investigating the com¬ 
motion outside. 

“She did not know it was 
her dad at first,” said Mrs 
Betts. “She came in and said 
‘it’s dad - he’s been knocked 
over’. I could not believe it.” 

Mr Betts, who had four 
children and seven grand¬ 
children, suffered injuries 
including a broken spine and 
broken leg. 

He was conscious and was 
able to speak briefly, but his

health deteriorated. Mrs 
Betts said Jack, a Jack 
Russell, was her husband’s 
life and he used to walk him 
every night at the same 
time. 

The-14-year-old dog ran 
off after the crash and was 
found trembling in Hayden 
Hill Park half-an-hour later. 

“I wonder why the driver 
never stopped,” said Mrs 
Betts, who was married to 
her husband 64 years. “If a 
car hits you, it normally 
stops. He must have known 
he had knocked him over.” 

Police are keeping an open 
mind as to the type of vehicle 
involved but are looking for 
the red Citroen seen in the 
area at the time and have 
appealed for the driver or 
anyone with information to 
contact them on on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111.. 

Sergeant Gavin Green 
said: “Someone must know 
what happened to Mr Betts 
and can help.”

A SLICE of Olympic history has gone 
on sale. 

Props and other equipment used in 
the London opening and closing cere¬ 
monies have gone to auction in Wednes¬ 
bury. 

More than 70 lorries of memorabilia, 
furniture and equipment from the 
London 2012 games has been stored at 
a 66,000sq ft warehouse in the town. 

And two of three auctions were 
taking place this week. The sale is being 
staged by BFC Furniture Outlet. 

Two more sales will be held next 
Wednesday and Thursday, at the firm’s 
premises in Bull Lane, and about 3,000 


lots up for grabs in all. The auctions will 
take place from 11am to 5pm on both 
days due to the sheer number of lots. 

They were bought by the company, 
which is run by 59-year-old Jim 
Cassidy, of Bloxwich. 

Nightmare 

He explained that he struck a deal 
with the London Organising Commit¬ 
tee of the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games (LOCOG) but it had been 
a“logistical nightmare” to move all the 
items to Wednesbury. 

The lots include props used by Take 
That for their performance at the 


closing ceremony, including drums, 
large Alice in Wonderland-style clocks 
and drinking vessels. 

There are also 200 safes, flags used 
during the suffragette section of the 
opening ceremony, banners sent in by 
children from around the world, beds 
used by the athletes, and furniture. 

Other lots include high visibility 
jackets, hard hats, floodlights, parasols 
and clothing with the 2012 logo. 

Mr Cassidy said securing the items 
had been a real coup for the company. 

“This is a little piece of history and I 
am glad people have the chance to buy 
it,” he said.

Chemicals testing on waste ground 


TESTS are to be carried out to see if 
there are harmful chemicals on land 
near to hundreds of homes on the 
border of Sandwell and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Wolverhampton City Council has 
been given £88,000 from the Gov¬ 
ernment to carry out the tests on 
Weddell Wynd, a former landfill site 
in Bradley. Around 150 residents 
have been told the work was starting 
on Monday. It follows a petition 


signed by 50 residents almost four 
years ago demanding research. 

The petition was set up amid con¬ 
cerns over cancer links. 

The 294-acre site, which is bor¬ 
dered by Turton Road, Tipton, and 
Batman’s Hill Road, Bradley, has 
been open land for decades. 

But in the 1960s and 1970s it was 
landfill where household and indus¬ 
trial waste, such as foundry sand, 
would be dumped. Now it is just 


open grassland and woodland and 
used by grazing horses and ponies as 
well as by dog walkers. 

Council bosses from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Sandwell have said the site 
will remain open while tests are 
carried out and that there will be no 
disruption to residents - the work 
will last for three weeks. 

They have also said they were not 
expecting to find any links between 
the site and cancer but were carry¬ 


ing out the tests after being asked to 
do so by the community. 

Councillor Ian Jones, who over¬ 
sees services for Sandwell Council, 
said: “Given the Black Country’s 
industrial legacy, studies of this kind 
are nothing out of the ordinary. 

“We are working with Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council to ensure 
local residents are kept informed 
about a site which many of them 
enjoy for recreational purposes.” 


New homes plan in 
£84m regeneration 


MORE than 100 homes are to be built under 
£84 million regeneration plans for Smethwick. 
The Barratt Homes scheme will form part of 
the major Windmill Eye redevelopment. 

The overall scheme will see 750 homes built. Under latest 
plans, land will be redeveloped at Messenger Road, Baldwin 
Street, Price Street, Watt Street and Beech Way. Windmill 
Eye sits within A457 Soho Way and Grove Lane to the north, 


School is 
extended 
to meet 
demand 

A SANDWELL primary 
school is being extended to 
provide nine new classrooms 
in a £2.8 million scheme. 

Money for the improve¬ 
ments is being funded 
through the council's 
school’s capital programme. 

The extension is being 
carried out at Rowley Hall 
Primary School and the 
council is working in part¬ 
nership with Sandwell 
Futures Limited. 

The extension will 
provide another 210 school 
places at the school and 
enable it to go from a two to 
three form entry. 

There will also be a new 
nursery, a small hall, a 
studio and a new kitchen. 

The move is necessary 
because of the rising birth 
rate in the borough. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and families Councillor 
Bob Badham said the exten¬ 
sion was part of the council's 
programme to meet addi¬ 
tional demand caused by the 
borough’s birth rate. 

The extension is due to be 
completed for August this 
year.

Parking 

Under the plans the 103 
homes would be a mix of 
private and affordable 
housing. There would also 
be 173 car parking spaces - 
21 garage spaces, four 
visitor spaces and 148 resi¬ 
dent spaces. 

The homes would be a mix 
of two, three, four and six 
bedroom properties. 

Planning documents sub¬ 
mitted with the application 
by Solihull-based architects 
Tyler Parkes state: “The 
proposals will see a positive 
improvement to the north¬ 
ern part of Windmill Eye and 
assist in the regeneration of 
the area. 

“They are consistent with 
detailed policy requirements 
at all levels and the local 
planning authority is there¬ 
fore requested to grant plan¬ 
ning permission.”

GPS extending electronic arm of the law 


MINI radio computers letting police control 
rooms pinpoint officers out on the beat are 
being rolled out across the West Midlands. 

The new technology uses GPS signals and 
a hi-tech mapping system for better deploy¬ 
ment of resources meaning control room 
staff can find best-placed officers for jobs. 

Supt Chris Johnson said the Automatic 
Resource Location System was a major step 
forward in officer safety and how staff were 
deployed to incidents. 

It helped them understand where all offi¬ 
cers were so they could send the right offi¬ 
cers to respond swiftly to calls from the 


public and also cut down the amount of voice 
traffic on the radio as contact centre staff 
could send important information in text 
messages, directly to radios linked to the 
mapping system. 

“Perhaps most importantly it will help us 
to ensure officer safety, as we will always be 
able to locate an officer in trouble, and send 
the nearest resource to help them out. 

“This is a massive step forward as it 
ensures we have the right officers at the 
right time in the right place,” he said. 

The system works through the Airwave 
digital radio network, meaning each termi¬ 


nal registered on the network can locate 
individual officers using GPS technology. 

Combined with a new mapping system, 
control rooms will be able to see exactly 
where officers are located, allowing quicker, 
better and more effective deployment 

Efficiency 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Bob Jones said: “I welcome the use of 
new technology which supports police in 
their work. The introduction of the system 
will help the police officers serve the public 
better, through greater efficiency. 


“It will also enable them to get back up 
and support more quickly.” 

The system is the latest technological 
advance for the force. Bosses say that soon 
crime victims would be updated on progress 
of their case over the internet. 

Victims will be able to log in to a secure 
site to find the case. 

Staffordshire Police is also looking at 
rolling out the same system in the coming 
months, while the force is also looking at 
deploying computers that will allow officers 
to take and print witness statements on the 
move. 


Nature reserve's extra day 
closure to help save money 


THE popular Sandwell Valley 
RSPB Nature Reserve will 
close every week on a Thurs¬ 
day until after Easter in a 
move to reduce spending. 

Bosses have taken the decision in 
an effort to save on staffing and the 
cost of services. 

The reserve, in Tanhouse Avenue 
already stays shut on a Monday. 

The new closure has come after the 
result of a review into the way the 
RSPB works, where it needs to put 
more resources and where it can cut 
back. 

RSPB officer Chris Edwards said: 
“Thursday is actually our quietest day 
at the reserve, and we don’t have any 
work parties, family activities and 
very few visitors. 

“So they have taken the decision to 
close the reserve on a Thursday in the 
winter months. 

“It will mean we will save money on 
utility costs and staffing.” 

Permanent 

He added: “It will open again at 
Easter and for the spring and 
summer, and if it is effective we may 
look at closing the reserve on a Thurs¬ 
day again next winter. 

“Once we have the new visitor’s 
centre open we will reassess this 
again, as we will then have a perma¬ 
nent base which will be more comfort¬ 
able during the winter months.” 

The paths will be open through the 
reserve but the car park and hide will 
be closed. 

Bosses at the reserve are also 
looking to change the way they run 
the work parties. 

The parties undertake voluntary 
work on the reserve, and have been 
held every Friday for half a day. 

But in an attempt to improve the 
amount of work achieved during a day 
they now will be held for a full day on 
the first and third Friday every 
month. 

Bosses are now going to start a 
recruitment drive for volunteers for 
the work parties.

The 76-year-old, of Stream Road, 
Kingswinford, went with her older sister to 
The Plaza cinema in West Bromwich in 1947 
to see King Kong, with Fay Wray. 

“Everyone used to say the cinema had rats

and mice so I spent the whole film worrying 
something would run over my foot,” she said. 
“I never saw any mice but I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if the rumours were true.” 

Retired secretary Iris Brown used to go to 
the Adelphi dance hall, which was opposite 
what is now The Public, in the 1950s on most 
Saturday nights. 

“It was the place to go,” she said. “There 


were quite a few disturbances and the bounc¬ 
ers would come in. Someone would chat 
someone else’s girl up and there would be a bit 
of a scuffle.” 

Retired carpenter John Morgans, of 
Springfield Lane, Wolverhampton, used to go 
to dances at Wolverhampton Civic Hall in the 
50s and 60s, and recalls a supervisor called 
Albert who used to separate couples who 
became too passionate on the dance floor. 

Regularly 

“He wouldn’t kick them out, just part 
them,” he said. 

Former builder Michael McGrath, 79, used 
to go to the Blue Gates Hotel in High Street, 
Smethwick, in the 1950s - and recalled regu¬ 
larly missing his bus home. “There was a 
group of about 15 of us who would go every 
week,” he said.

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£6m casino and jobs 
hit by further delays 


A £6 million casino that will 
create 120 new jobs has 
been hit by more delays as a 
legal challenge launched by 
a rival firm continues. 

The Rank Group, parent firm of 
Grosvenor Casinos, wants a casino 
licence transferred from an existing 
site in Oldbury to a new development 
near to the M5. 

It would be part of a larger £15m 
development near the northbound 
slip road from junction two of the 
motorway for Birchley Island and 
Wolverhampton Road. 

Plans to transfer the licence were 
delayed after rival operator Clockfair 
Ltd mounted a legal challenge. 

Sand well Council’s licensing panel 
is due to make a final decision next 
week with a two-day meeting sched¬ 
uled for issues to be discussed. 

Discussion 

However, councillors say this has 
been postponed after a Clockfair 
appeal against a previous council 
ruling which will be heard by 
Sand well magistrates in April. 

Any further discussion has to wait 
until the result is known. Rank was 
given a casino licence for the site in 
Halesowen Street, Oldbury, in 2008 - 
with the council later giving permis¬ 
sion to transfer the licence. 

A High Court judge ruled that the 
licence should not have been issued 
and said the council should recon¬ 
sider. In November, licensing bosses 
decided the licence was valid and 
should remain in place. 

Clockfair appealed against this. 

Licensing committee chairman 
Councillor Peter Allen said: “There 
was simply no point in staging the 
meeting until the outcome of the 
appeal is known.”

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Borough sees 'worrying' 
20pc increase in TB cases 


THE number of cases of 
tuberculosis in Sandwell 
has increased by 20 per 
cent in the past year. 

Council chiefs suggest the 
increase, from 103 to 123 cases, is 
due to the number of people coming 
from areas of the world where TB is 
common. 

They are more at risk to develop¬ 
ing the disease, due to the reactiva¬ 
tion of previous exposure, according 
to a report to Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for health and commission¬ 
ing, Councillor Paul Moore. 

The report says the number of 
cases has “worryingly increased”. 

It says people arriving in 
Sandwell may be symptom-free on 
arrival, but have been infected with 
the bacteria in their home country. 
This is called latent TB. 

Infection 

One in 10 healthy but infected 
people will progress to active disease 
in their lifetime usually within five 
years of contracting the infection, 
the report says. 

Councillor Moore said TB screen¬ 
ing was a top priority since the 
council had taken over responsibil¬ 
ity for public health. 

He said: “It is a big priority for us 
over the next three years. We will 
not only continue with the screen¬ 
ing we do at the moment, but we will 
be looking at ways we can go above 
and beyond what we already do to 
tackle the problem.” 

Cases of TB in Walsall rose from 
47 in 2010 to 68 in 2011, but 
dropped to 48 in 2012. In Wolver¬ 
hampton the number rose from 82 
in 2010 to 92 in 2011, but officials 
are expecting it to decrease in 2012.

“He totally understood and was in 
tune with my vision and strategic plan¬ 
ning for the school and what I wanted to 
achieve.” 

Mr Zaidel worked at Meadows Sports 
College for five years. Before this he 
worked at Stuart Bathurst Catholic 
School, Wednesbury. 

About 100 balloons were released as a 
tribute to Mr Zaidel in the college 
grounds yesterday. 

Mr Phillips has said they will be 
naming a newly- refurbished room after 
Mr Zaidel and will be inviting his rela¬ 
tives into school after half-term to offi¬ 
cially open it. 

Mr Zaidel, a prop forward, played nine 
first-team games for Walsall Rugby 
Club, appearing in his final game 
against Rosslyn Park in September, 
1993.

Churchyard book tells 
a rich historical story 


A BOOK that chronicles 
the lives of people buried 
at a churchyard in Dudley 
has been published. 

Volume 2 Tales From A Church¬ 
yard, St John’s, Kates Hill, was 
written by local historian Chris 
Smith, to help raise money for the 
St John’s Church Preservation 
Group appeal funds. 

The book features the story of the 
Tipton Slasher, William Perry, who 
was the boxing champion prize 
fighter of England from 1850-1857. 

Mr Perry would train in The 
Fountain Inn, Owen Street, where 
a plaque has been placed in his 
name. A statue of the fighter was 
unveiled in May 1933 and stands in 
the nearby Coronation Gardens, 
Tipton. 

Readers can also find out about 
the life of Sir Alfred Hickman, the 
founder of Tarmac. He was the first

president of Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers Football Team and even gave 
them their first playing field. On 
his death in 1910, he bequeathed 
Hickman Park to the people of 
Bilston 

Former Mayor of Dudley, John 
Beddard, boxer Jack Fisher and 
Evelyn Margaret Shedden, a cloth 
merchant, also feature in the book. 

St John’s is full of notably 
famous graves, including that of 
Mary Ann Mason, who was 17 years 
old when she was murdered in May 
1855. 

Her headstone is the only one in 
the UK to show the name of a 
victim’s murderer, Joseph 
Meadows. 

George Thomason was laid to 
rest at the church after being 
awarded the Military Medal for 


saving the life of the Queen’s uncle, 
Viscount Lascelles. 

The headstone of Sergeant Major 
Thomas Harrison, 2nd West India 
Regiment, who was denied a burial 
with full military honours due to a 
technical issue over his, also stands 
in the churchyard. 

Thousands of people lined the 
streets to bid him farewell after his 
death. 

The church was opened in July 
1840 but closed in 2002 after it was 
deemed unsafe. But an inspection 
by English Heritage concluded the 
building was capable of repair. 

The group has been fundraising 
to reach their £36,000 target and all 
proceeds from the sale of the book 
will go towards the fund. 

It costs £9.99 from Dudley 
market, the Black Country Bugle, 
High Street, Tiwana Superstore, 
High View Street and the group’s 
drop-in centre on St John’s Road.

The largest amount was spent by 
Sandwell Council, which paid £55,933 in 
2011-12 for site security, legal fees and 
moving waste. Walsall Council spent £6,600 
on bollards and a grass mound to stop poten¬ 
tial incursions. 


Wolverhampton City Council spent 
£1,075 in 2011-12 on legal fees to get the 
families moved on and Dudley Council spent 
£5,000 on clean-up fees after an eviction at a 
site in Bagley Street in 2010-11. 

Recent traveller sites in Sandwell have 
included Black Patch Park in Smethwick. 

Five caravans, plus a handful of cars and 
vans, were spotted there in October. Cara¬ 
vans, trucks and vans also moved on to a plot 
of land off Waterloo Road in August, 


prompting complaints from residents. 

Sandwell Council cabinet member for 
safer neighbourhoods Councillor Ian Jones 
said: “Residents want us to move on trav¬ 
ellers quickly. It is frustrating having to 
spend money on this.” 

Councillor Zahid Ali, portfolio holder for 
public protection in the Walsall Council 
coalition, said: “There was a cost of £6,000 
for bollards in Holland Park in The Parade, 
Brownhills, to stop incursions. 


“We also spent £600 for a grass mound at 
the Manor Farm open space which is in the 
Bentley Haye local nature reserve.” 

Steve Barlow, Wolverhampton City 
Council’s environmental health manager, 
said: “If we receive complaints about trav¬ 
ellers arriving, our policy is for officers to 
liaise with them. 

“This has proved largely successful, with 
travellers often leaving sites voluntarily.”

Cocaine plot crook only 
has to pay back £983 


A BUSINESSMAN involved in a 
bid to smuggle £1.7 million worth 
of cocaine into the UK has been 
ordered to pay back just £983. 

That was all that could be found when 
forensic accountants scoured the books of 
Lionel Malinga. 

The father-of-three, aged 33, is currently 
serving eight years in jail after the drugs 
were discovered hidden in a consignment of 
20,000 bottles of soft drink delivered to Ice 
Age Supplies, his business based at an 
industrial unit in Church Road, Darlaston. 

Malinga, from Windsor Road, West 
Bromwich, set up the firm to bring cars and 
foodstuffs into the country but turned to 
crime when that trade dried up. 

Smuggled 

At a Proceeds of Crime hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week, prosecu¬ 
tor Adrian Chaplin said it was agreed that 
the defendant had derived more than 
£770,000 benefit from crime over six years, 
during which £57,000 had passed through 
the bank account of his wife. 

Mr Tarlowchan Dubb, defending, 
accepted the benefit and repayment figures 
provided by the prosecution. 

The drugs were smuggled by sea from 
Trinidad and Tobago to Felixstowe where 
they were intercepted by customs and police 
officers on December 2, 2011. They found 
11 packages of cocaine weighing almost nine 
kilograms with a wholesale value of 
£360,000 that would have fetched up to 
£1.68m on the street, the court heard. 

Malinga admitted conspiracy to smuggle 
cocaine. He was given six months to repay 
£983 or face a further 28 days behind bars. 
He is currently not due for release before 
December 2015. 


Half million staff bill 

MORE than half a million pounds was spent 
on supply teachers in Walsall in just the first 
term of the school year. 

The cash was spent on bringing in tempo¬ 
rary workers for schools and nurseries 
across the borough last September to 
December. The money was used to cover 
staff sickness absence and maternity leave. 

The £550,000 expenditure ranged from 
£32,502 by St Francis of Assisi in Aldridge to 
£169.99 atMossley JMI. More than 19 schools 
did not pay any extra money on supply staff.

3. Over 250 million fish and chip meals are sold in the UK each year. 

4. In one year we eat nearly three billion meals containing chips, with dinnertime 
the most popular time to eat them (64%) and tea time the second favourite (24%). 

5. Brits use at least 26 different words for fish and chips. 

6. Using the right spuds for chips can make all the difference - to ensure your chips 
are lovely and fluffy try King Edward or Maris Piper. 

7. Fish and chips outsell Indian takeaways by two to one. 


10. A survey of 1,000 adults shows ‘chip shop chips’ are the nation’s favourite chips 
with nearly half (45%) of all respondents putting them first, followed by French 
fries (16%), oven chips (14%), potato wedges (8%) crinkle cut chips (7%) and 
curly fries (7%). 

11. The survey also shows that where we live affects our chip choices, with people 
in the South preferring salt and vinegar on their portion while the Scottish are 
more likely than people in any other region to choose a portion of curly fries.

POLICE have released 
images of eight men they 
want to speak to after trouble 
flared between rival Walsall 
and Shrewsbury fans. 

Officers want to identify the men, 
who are believed to be from the West 
Midlands, in connection with the disor¬ 
der that broke out in Shrewsbury town 
centre before the match last October. 

A total of 15 men from across Shrop¬ 
shire and the West Midlands were 
arrested before, during and after the 
match, most for violent disorder. 

A further 14 men were arrested 
during December and January as part 
of the investigation and now CCTV 
images of eight more people police 
believe may have witnessed the trouble 
have been released by the force. 

Detective Chief Inspector Peter 


Davies, of West Mercia Police, said: 
“We are now appealing to these eight 
men from the West Midlands to get in 
touch, and also urging anyone else who 
can recognise them to contact us. 

“We believe they were present in the 
area at the time and they may well 
have information which will help our 
investigation into the incident. 

Identities 

“It’s important we establish their 
identities as soon as possible as they 
may well have information which will 
assist us. I urge them to make contact. ” 
During the policing operation for the 
match, three police officers were 
injured, two requiring hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

No other injuries were reported to 
members of the public. 

The police commander at the time 
said that positive and visible policing 


around the town and at the football 
stadium in support of club stewards 
prevented large-scale disorder, 
enabling the vast majority of genuine 
fans to watch the game without inter¬ 
ference. 

The force said a number of people 
had been intent on causing trouble, 
some of it pre-planned, and officers had 
dealt with several potential flash¬ 
points, preventing an escalation of dis¬ 
order. 

Mr Davies added: “Our inquiries 
into the trouble that occurred in the 
town centre will continue and we will 
leave no stone unturned in our efforts 
to trace the offenders”.

Singh had pleaded not 
guilty to conspiracy to 
commit fraud by dishonestly 
making a false representa¬ 
tion, but a jury took just 39 
minutes to convict him. 

Prosecutor Mr Shane 
Crawford told the hearing: 
“Manjit Singh had a full 
driving licence but had been 
disqualified and that meant 
he had to do the theory and 
practical test all over again. 

“What occurred on July 
16, 2010, was that he 
arranged for another person 
to go along and do the theory 
test for him.” 

Mr Crawford said invigi¬ 
lators at the test centre in 
Stoke had not been con¬ 


vinced that the person that 
arrived to take the test was 
the same person in the pho- 
tocard that was handed in. 

Singh, aged 39, of White- 
house Crescent, Ashmore 
Park, claimed he had asked 
the man to arrange the test 
on his behalf after meeting 
him at a local temple, but 
that he did not expect him to 
take the test on his behalf. 

Mr Crawford described 
his account as “untrue, fan¬ 
tastical and nonsense”. He 
added that two other people 
had pleaded guilty to their 
part in the conspiracy, 
explaining that the same 
credit card was used to book 
other tests. 

Singh and the two other 
men will be sentenced at a 
later date.

THE Winter’s Tale is one of Shake¬ 
speare’s least enjoyable plays, an 
uneasy blend of tragedy and 
comedy, but a strong cast invest the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s new 
version with emotional intensity. 

Director Lucy Bailey has moved 
the play to the 19th century, with 
the wealthy inhabitants of Sicilia 
portrayed as Pre-Raphaelite 
romantics whilst Bohemia becomes 
a northern seaside resort with clog¬ 
dancing Morris men and rowdy 
wakes week revellers. The seaside 
setting is enhanced by video effects 
and a huge metal helter- 
skelter/lighthouse. 

The play is a story of jealousy, as 
King Leontes of Sicilia sets in 
motion a terrible chain of events 
when he accuses his pregnant wife 
of adultery with the King of 
Bohemia. Jo Stone-Fewings was in 


turns menacing and pathetic as the 
manic monarch, causing the audi¬ 
ence to gasp with shock when he 
punched his queen in the stomach. 

Husky-voiced Tara Fitzgerald, in 
her first RSC role, was outstanding 
as the wrongly maligned queen, her 
eyes filling with tears of anger and 
grief at her rough treatment. 

Strong support came from Rakie 
Ayola as the one lady of court pre¬ 
pared to stand up to the bullying 
king and Emma Noakes as the ale- 
swigging banished princess, who 
has grown up to speak with an eeh- 
bah-gum accent.

S ome things have become 
inevitable at annual British 
awards bashes in recent years. 
Ant and Dec will pick up Best 
Entertainment Presenter at the 
National TV Awards; Corrie’s Michelle 
Keegan takes home Sexiest Female 
at the British Soap Awards, and 
James Corden will host the Brits. 

There are still a couple of months 
until Michelle’s next award is 
announced, but there’s no surprise to 
find James back on presenting duties 
for Brit Awards 2013. 

This week he dons his best ‘tailor’- 
made suit, and makes a ‘swift’ 
commute in ‘one direction’ to London’s 
02 arena. Chances are he’ll get there

Motorists 
put safety 
on roads 
as priority 

THIRTY years after the introduction of the 
mandatory seatbelt law, and over 50 years 
since Volvo first developed the three-point 
seatbelt, the Swedish carmaker continues to 
lead the way with innovative safety technol¬ 
ogy working towards its Vision 2020 that 
nobody will be killed or seriously injured in or 
by a new Volvo by 2020. 

To celebrate the 30th anniversary the mandatory use of 
seatbelts for drivers and front seat passengers, Volvo Car 
UK commissioned a survey into the British public’s views 
on vehicle safety.

• More than half would be happy to be driven by autopi¬ 
lot. 

• 45 per cent would like to see pedestrian protection tech¬ 
nology on all cars. 

• Over half want all round cameras fitted to vehicles. 

• Interestingly, only a third of drivers believe speed limits 
on motorways should be increased because of these 
improved safety features.

Volvo continues its market-leading approach to passive 
and active safety technology being the first manufacturer to 
introduce its auto-braking City Safety system as standard 
across all cars in the all-new V40 range. 

City Safety, a low-speed collision avoidance system oper¬ 
ates at speeds of up to 31 mph on the V40, keeps an eye on 
traffic in front and automatically brakes if the driver fails to 
react in time when the vehicle in front slows down or stops - 
or if the car is approaching a stationary vehicle too fast. 

Detection 

Features such as pedestrian detection where cars auto¬ 
matically brake when sensing pedestrians ahead, the 
world’s first pedestrian airbag and even autopilot convoy 
driving where cars link together to drive themselves in 
special motorway ‘road trains’ are already being used or 
tested by Volvo and the manufacturer hopes to start rolling 
out this technology in the next few years. 

Volvo Car UK’s Managing Director Nick Connor said: 
“Volvo has a fantastic safety heritage at the forefront of 
innovative technology having clocked up several world 
firsts including the debut of the pedestrian airbag on the all- 
new V40 launched last year. 

“As a nation of sceptics, it is perhaps not surprising the 
majority of British motorists think the introduction of vehi¬ 
cles which make accidents virtually a thing of the past is not 
possible but I have every faith in Volvo to prove them 
wrong!” 

Volvo first introduced the two point cross-chest belt as an 
accessory in 1956 followed by the 3-point belt in the front as 
standard equipment in 1959. 

Three decades of research and development means pre¬ 
dictions of auto-piloted, self-driving, crash-proof cars on our 
roads by 2020 may not be all that farfetched despite the 
doubts of the majority of motorists surveyed.

Richard Jay, vice chair¬ 
man of FastAid, said: “The cargo 
space in the MG6 is enormous and 
allows us to carry all of our specialist 
equipment with ease.” 

Ashley Almquest, a FastAid volun¬ 
teer, highlighted another standard 
feature of the MG6 GT SE which had 
proved extremely valuable to answer¬ 
ing emergency calls - the built-in 
satellite navigation system. 

He said: “The screen is so clear, the 
maps are really good and it’s easy to 
use. 

“It can save us vital minutes when 
we are responding to an urgent call 
when someone’s life could depend on 
us getting to the scene quickly.” 

The FastAid MG6 will mainly 
operate in the greater Birmingham 
and Solihull areas of the West Mid¬ 
lands where the charity was set up 
eight years ago. It costs up to £2,000

to train and equip each FastAid 
responder. Andy Jeynes, the West 
Midlands Ambulance Service Com¬ 
munity Response Manager, said: “We 
are extremely grateful to the MG 
Sales Centre for supplying the MG6. 
It’s already proved its worth on 
several call outs when the speed of 
response, and being able to arrive on 
scene with the right kit, is crucial.

Stars in stripes lift 
the doom and gloom

Crisis? What crisis? 

A second successive victory at Livepool 
put smiles back on Albion faces after the 
fortnight from hell for boss Steve Clarke. 

The Baggies arrived at Anfield a club in 
turmoil and left a team reinvigorated by 
another stunning triumph against Liver¬ 
pool. 

If a trying two weeks left Clarke’s side in 
chaos ahead of the trip to Merseyside, it 
appeared someone forgot to tell his players. 

Or perhaps the mayhem simply brought 
them closer together. 

Inspired by magnificent goalkeeper Ben 
Foster and aided by a marvellous reunion of 
their first-choice midfield trio, Albion 
soaked up the pressure before hitting 
Brendan Rodgers’ side decisively on the 
break twice in the second half. 

Gareth McAuley’s header on 81 minutes 
and Romelu Lukaku’s stoppage-time strike 
might have come a little out of nowhere 
after the home side had enjoyed the clearer 
chances. 

But they gave the Baggies deserved 
reward for a fantastic rearguard action, 
encapsulated by a series of magical Foster 
saves including one from a dubiously- 
awarded penalty and another one-handed 
stunner from the same man, Liverpool 
captain Steven Gerrard. 

It ensured a third straight victory for 
Albion against the Reds with six goals 
scored and none conceded. 

After years of Liverpool dominance in the 
fixture, the Baggies are fast-becoming their 
bogey side. 

After a troubling fortnight of player indis¬ 
cipline and unwanted headlines, a trip to 
Anfield - and another landmark victory - 
was the perfect tonic. 

Albion started brightly but they suffered 
an early scare when Liam Ridgewell, 
restored to the team in place of the sus¬ 
pended Goran Popov, failed to control a high 
diagonal ball. 


The Baggies full-back presented posses¬ 
sion to Luis Suarez, who sent a half-volley 
just wide. 

There was a further let-off for Clarke’s 
men on nine minutes when Foster spilled a 
left-foot shot from Glen Johnson into the 
path of Jonjo Shelvey, who found the net 
with a follow-up but had his celebrations cut 
short by an offside flag. 

The Reds went close twice more, first 
when Daniel Agger headed over from a 
Stewart Downing corner and then when 
Downing’s 35-yard piledriver proved too hot 
for Foster to handle, although the Albion 
No.l claimed it at the second attempt. 

The Reds were having the clearer chances 
but Albion were playing their part in game 
played out in a flat Anfield atmosphere. 

And, as the first half drew to a close frus¬ 
trations began to mount in the home camp, 
especially when they saw Steven Reid 
receive a huge slice of luck. The Baggies full¬ 


back tried a left-footed clearance from a 
Shelvey cross, only to play the ball onto his 
standing foot and watch it loop up narrowly 
over the bar. 

The Baggies made an encouraging start to 
the second half but they had to be resolute 
to keep the Reds at bay. First, two vital 
tackles on the edge of the area halted a 
weaving run towards goal by Downing. 

And when the ball broke to Gerrard, 
Foster made a brave block low down at the 
Liverpool captain’s feet. 

Moments later Foster was his side’s 
saviour again when he made a fine, instinc¬ 
tive save to keep out Jordan Henderson’s 
flick. 

The Hawthorns No. 1 was soon back in the 
action when an impeccable piece of handling 
saw him claim a Fabio Borini shot. 

And, moments later, a sprawling block 
from McAuley denied the increasingly influ¬ 
ential Suarez an excellent shooting chance.

Foster’s finest moment so far arrived with 
19 minutes remaining when, while heading 
in the wrong direction, he flung out his right 
hand to keep out an effort from Gerrard. 

The Baggies keeper put the icing on the 
cake four minutes later when he guessed 
right to keep out Gerrard’s penalty after a 
poor decision by referee Jonathan Moss to 
penalise Jonas Olsson. 

The Swede came together with Suarez, 
who went to ground easily, but Foster’s 
denied the Reds as he saved low to his left. 

The Baggies’ Northern Ireland connec¬ 
tion combined with nine minutes remain¬ 
ing. McAuley steamed in unmarked to 
rocket home a header from countryman 
Chris Brunt’s right-wing corner. 

That sent Baggies fans into raptures but 
they were in dreamland when Lukaku 
wrapped up victory, collecting a James Mor¬ 
rison pass and side-stepping Agger before 
rifling home to cap a textbook away display.
